WAR FORMIDABLE 


Issue Between President and Line 


Officers Has Grown Acute and 


Worst Yet to Come 


STATEMENT IS SUPPRESSED 


Washington, Dec. 26.—Not since the 


days preceding the passage of tho 
personnel law ten years ago has tho 
feeling between line and staff of the 
navy been so acute as It Is today as 
the result ot the refusal -of Admiral 


. Brownson to transmit orders from his 


superior officer, the president of the 
United States assigning- a naval sur-'1 
geon to command a vessel In the navy. 


In the case of the personnel act, It 


was Mr. Roosevelt, then assistant sec- 
retary of the navy, who acted the part 
of pacificator and succeeded In bring- 
ing the twb warring factions together 
In support of the legislation which for 
a decade past, though a makeshift, 
has served to maintain peace between 
the two factions In the navy. In the 
present instance, however, the efforts 
of the president to reconcile the sur- 
geons and the line officers has failed 
and it is probable that the whole con- 
troversy will be threshed out on Its 


. merits in congress. 


Effect ic Much Feared. 


.This Is much deprecated by conser- 


vative officers in both line and staff, 
as likely to prove prejudicial ^o the 
navy's Interest as a whole, for they 
believe that in order to. succeed In se- 


curing from congress the four great 
battleships, the cruisers, scouts and 
submarines whfch form a part of the 
year's naval estimates. In addition to 
securing legislr'lon that will better 
the lot of nav'Vtlcers personally, the 
navy must pKJ'ent a united front, 
which cannot be done If just at the. 
beginning.of a.aewton, lino and staff 
are R) engag* ln"a fierce strife. 


Through the published statement of 


Surgeon General Rlxey, tne merits jtf 
the .doctors side of the case in this In- 
stance have been clearly set forth. 
Line officers believe that In common 
fairness they should also have a hear- 
ing. But they are In an embarrassing 
position in that respect. 


Brownton's Statement SuppretMd.

Chicago, Dec: 26.—Dr. Joseph Peas- 


den, a scientist occupying ono of the 
ijremost positions -with a large pack- 
ng firm, last night Indicated by signs 
to physicians by his side in the Chica- 
go Baptist hospital that he realized 
;hat the attack of lock-jaw, from 
which he is suffering would prove fa- 
tal, and begged them to end his life 
with a drug. The surgeons about him, 
inured as they wore to the sufferings 
of others, hesitated before tha dumb 
appeal of this man of science, prob- 
ably more skilled In the effects of the 
disease which had seized him than any 
other man In the country, and then 
turned away for fear that they might 
grant his wish.

Clash Between the Nitrate 


Strikers and Police Was 


Bloody. 


Valparaiso, Dec. 26.-—According 


to a statement issued officially the 
recent, encounters at Iquique between 
nitrate strikers and the police result- 
ed In the killing of 210 men and the 
wounding of about 
fifty. 
During 


one of the engagements the troops 
fired particularly at the leaders of 
the strikers,-but their aim,was poor 
and the men were not hurt. 
The 


president and the vice president or 
the local strike organization are 
Spanish anarchists who succeeded in 
avoiding all efforts to capture them 
and have disappeared. 


Iquique is now calm, but there is 


no work going 'on in the greater por- 
tion of the nitrate plant-because the 
laborers have emigrated in large 
numbers. In Antofagasta the men in 
two establishments are out. Other 
nitrate workers are ready to go on 
strike, but they have no leaders. 
There is no disorder at. Antofagasta.

Chicago, Dec. 26.—Down a narrow, 


winding stairway from the eighteenth 
floor of the Illinois Central elevator 
U, tour policemen carried 
a dying 


man last night, and at every step they 
took their own lives were endangered. 
Theirs was a burden of 240 pounds. 


The man they carried had risked his 


life to obtain for his little daughter a 
pidgeon from a cote at the pinnacle of 
the building. He had fallen in the at- 
tempt and had remained helpless un- 
lil the policemen came. He was Ber- 
nard Krzwdkenski, -watchman at the 
elevator. He died soon after he was 
conveyed to the emergency hospital. 
It is supposed that Krzwdkenski was 
trying to grab a pidgeon in the dark 
and fell from a platform to the eight- 
eenth floor, a distance of twenty feet. 
It was the watchman's duty to "pull 
the watch sen-ice boxes on the differ- 
ent floors as he ascended the winding 
stairway. When the last "pull" from 
the eighteenth floor failed to register 
at tbe watch service in LaSalle street, 
a "runner" was sent to ascertain the 
cause and the injured man was found.

GIVES POLICE A 


WRESTLE 


Booth Tarkington Placed 


Under Arrest in Indi- 


anapolis for Row. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 26.—Filled with 


the fighting spirit of his hero, Mon- 
sieur Beaucaire, Booth Tacklngton, in 
the early hours of Christmas morning, 
roundly thumped two of Indianapolis' 
guardians of the peace. Incidentally 
he received a few bumps himself and 
finally wound up in the city prison. 


There a desk sergeant with literary 


inclinations permitted him to^go free 
on his own recognizance, after he had 
promised to Journey straight home 
and disturb the peace 
of Indiana's 


capital no more. This was not until 
he had been slated to answer for a 
charge of resisting an officer and had 
promised to appear in court. 


The hearing was to have been held 


yesterday morning, but the author 
was not to be found, and a continu- 
ance until Saturday was granted. In 
the meantime Detectives Manning and 
Samuels are nursing their bruises and 
preparing to tell of the writer's prow- 
ess when given a chance In court. 


Won't Go Home; Fracas Begins. 
The opening scene of the early 


morning drama was at the corner of 
Washington street and Capitol ave- 
nue. An excited voice had called the 
police station on a phone, declaring a 
riot was in progress and warning the 
officers that unless they hurried some 
one might be killed. 


Detectives Manning and Samuels re- 


sponded and saw two men running 
away, while Tarkington and a friend 
were standing 
near a carriage, the 


friend trying to induce the author to 
go home. 
The detectives, knowing 


Tarkington and not wishing to arrest 
him, joined their pleadings to those of 
his friend, but he paid no attention. 
The officers then ordered him to go 
home, intimating that refusal would 
be followed by a trip to the station 
house. 
The threat 
Infuriated 
Tarklngton 


and he began to abuse the officers 
roundly, defying them to arrest him. 


Seeing he would not go peaceably, 


the officere tried to put the writer Into 
a carriage. He fought like a tiger, 
striking the officers 
with his fists, 


kicking 
their 
shins 
and 
hurling 


anathemas at them. 
The detectives 


did not want to use their maces and 
went Into a clinch hold, the three roll- 
ing upon the ground. Detective Man- 
ning sat on the author's head and 
beckoned Samuels to got hold of his 
feet, but as the latter approached 
Tarkington raised both feet and let 
fly with terrific force, both feet strik- 
ing Samuels squarely In the stomach 
and hurling him backwards Into a gut- 
ter where he eat down violently. 


Flank Attack Wins Battle. 


A» soon as Samuels got back his 


wind he took Tarkington by the feet 
while Manning had him by the head. 
Even with this advantage It was al- 
most Impossible 
for the officers to 


handle him. 
He hurled them away 


from him, only to have them return 
and renew the struggle, all the time 
feeling for their shins with his feet 
and for their heads with his fists. 


The officers were as gentle as possi- 


ble until, realizing that forbearance 
had ceased to be a virtue, they hurled 
the author Into the carriage, jumped

Philadelphia, Dec. 26.—Holland, 


a New York letter to the Philadelphia 
Press, says: 
Governor Hughes will 


not ba nominated by the republicans 
for the presidency if some of the party 
politicians can prevent it. 


Some politicians have thought that 


the miscarriage of the contemplated 
resolution, naming Governor Hughes 
as the choice of the republicans of 
New York for the presidential nomina- 
tion, must In some measure humiliate 
the 
governor himself, since he had 


written that he should not interfere, 
either for or against any action taken 
by the republican county committer. 
If the object of the resolution was the 
moral effect of it from the national 
point of view, then the framers of It 
should have been sure that it would 
be adopted before they offered it to 
the county committee. On the other 
hand, if It was the purpose of Mr. 
Parsons, chairman of the county com- 
mittee, to persuade other parts of the 
country that there is no'sincerity or 
widespread disposition in New York 
state for the nomination of Governor 
Hughes, then the wonder is whether 
he has not paved the way for his own 
humiliation, inviting such popular 
demonstration throughout the state as 
served so well In 189C to indicate 
what the disposition of New York re- 
publicans toward McKinley was. 


There seems no escape from the in- 


ference that the action of Mr. Parsons 
and a majority of the committee was 
Inspired by the belief that the frien3s 
of President Roosevelt are determined 
that Governor Hughes shall not be in 
sincerity the candidate of New York 
republicans. They are probably will- 
ing that he should be named as their 
"favorite son," or "pride of the state," 
candidate, an honor In which there Is 
no significance nor any reasonable 
prestige, provided it be also under- 
stood that when the moment comes 
the New York delegation shall swing 
to the support of Secretary Taft. 


Here, 'then, Is an issue that should 


be of real Interest to republicans else- 
where. It seems to confirm the sus- 
picion that Governor Hughes IB not a 
favored person for the presidential 
nomination among those w ho are next 
of political kin to President Roosevelt. 


Real Public Sentiment. 


On the other hand, the Issue will 


serve speedily to test the real public 
sentiment among republicans In New 
York 
state 
respecting 
Governor 


Hughes and In bringing about that 
test so speedily Mr. Parsns-.s may have 
committed a political blunder. 
We 


hear constantly that the governor Is 
the first choice and that there Is no 
second with the great masses of the 
party In the state. He has In his ex- 
ecutive career appealed over the heads 
of the politicians to the people, and in 
every Instance but one that appesl 
has boun sufficient. 
If the support 


given to the governor by the people 
be as sincere and not manufactured 
or plausible, but specious, support 
then we shall have evidence of that 
before the winter has passed, so that 
any opposition 
which the politics 


manipulators or tacticians may raise 
will disappear with cyclonic celerity 


Here, then, is the issue and the 


meaning of It as It was created at the 
abortive meeting in the latter part o 
last week. 
One fact stands proved 


and that Is that those who are pre 
sumed to be the near friends of the 
president are determined that not Gov 
ernor Hughes, but Secretary Taf 
shall be named as New York's candi 
date for the presidency. 


Something else remains to be test 


ed, and that is the real sentiment o 
the republican -masses of New York 
state. It It be what it seems to be 
the politicians can not prevent OK 
naming of a delegation to the nation 
al convention from New York commit 
ted In all sincerity to the nomination 
of Governor Hughes. 
If there has 


been overestimate of the strength o 
the confidence In Governor Hughes 
with the republican masses In the 
state, then it remains to be seen 
whether New York's delegation can 
be brought to the support of Secretary 
Taft.

bCKan yesterday of 169 members of 
the duma who signed tho Vlborg man- 
ifesto, the charge against them being 
treasonable practices. 
Tho accused 


include Prof. Muromtseff, 
who wns 


president of the first duma; Prince 
Dolgorukotf, vice 
president; Prince 


Obolensky, Prlnco Shakhovsky. Count 
P. Tolstoi and numerous professors 
and lawyers who are identified with 
the constitutional aspirations of tho 
constitutional democrats. 


The reading of the indictment oc- 


cupied the entire session. When the 
name of Prof. Muromtseff was called 
all the other accused rose and stood 
lu respectful silence. 
They did the 


same when the names were called of 
two signers 
of the manifesto 
who 


since have died. A majority of Iho 
accused admit they signed the mani- 
festo, but they plead they acted with- 
in their rights. 


The maximum penalty for their of- 


fense is three years' imprisonment 
and loss of civil rights. Most of t.liom 
expect they will be found guilty and 
sentenced from

months l.o a 


year's imprisonment, in

with deprivation of their civil rights.

The 
creamery buys the milk at 16 cents 
per gallon and sells It at 33 cents. 
The creamery makes a tremendous 
profit. The ideal milk supply Is that 
which does not have a middle man.

Local Interest in Sport is 


Developing Some Fast 


Performers. 


With thirty of the eighty-four games 


of tile Brunswick league's schedule 
bowled and interest in the sport at 
a high tension from the fact that big 
preparations are being, made for the 
Iri-state meeting to 
be held next 


month, the men who expect to contest 
for the prizes have done some high 
class stunts on the alleys and the city 
is gaining some fame as a bowling 
center. 


First, of course, is the phenomenal 


record of five perfect scores of 300, 
which probably stand alone when the 
facts surrounding 
the performances 


are taken into consideration. No al- 
leys on earth can boast, so far as is 
known, of such an unusual run and 
Roy Stirk possibly is the only bowler 
who has ever rolled three triple cen- 
turies in a month. Fred Reynolds is 
the next in line, but these 
matters 


have been so much discussed that lo- 
cal bowlers have lost some of the in- 
terest that attaches to them. 


Although the Nationals have been 


holding the lead in the big league and 
have done some most excellent and 
consistent bowling, the club does not 
hold either high score or average for 
the season thus far. The work of the 
Berghoffs, when the members piled 
up 9SS pins, is the best since the 
schedule was opened and Fred Kauf- 
man, of the club, holds the biggest in- 
dividual score for the organization, 
with 251. 


The Waynes have the best average 


for three consecutive games bowled 
In a regularly scheduled game, with 
931 1-3, while Roy Stirk is the high 
man in Individual 
averages, having 


rolled 233 1-3 for a mark that has not 
been beaten. 


A two-man team average of goodly 


proportions and probably as good as 
has been bowled in the state is that 
of Stirk and Reynolds, who rolled 257 
and 256 respectively for an average in 
an exhibition, making a total of 513. 
They also pulled oft ten games with 
aa average of one pin less than 220 
a piece.

W. McKay worked hard for the sport 
and kept the organization together 
under great difficulties, but he boosted 
the game along and is entitled to a 
share of the credit. 


W. R. Porter and George McKay 


conceived the Idea of a tournament 
and both are devoting their most earn 
cat efforts to it. Mr. Porter has be- 
come an enthusiast and is running 
the alleys up to a high standard and 
when It comes to the tournament he 
Is spending money liberally to make 
the event a success. 


An. old-time fan, whose Interest In the 
ball players Is evidently ot a keen and 
analytic nature, sends in a query con- 
cerning the natlonnltles of the various 
big league players.

question In regard to races is as follows. 
says the New York Herald: 


"Was there ever a really great negro 
player? If so, who, and 
where did he 
play? 


"'Speaking of nationalities, was there 
ever a really great French player, aside 
fronvLajole? 


"Who.are some of the big Swedes or 
Norwegians In the gam«? 


"Is t|ie game so distinctly American 
that foreign-born citizens never become 
expert at It? 
"Have we ever had a great player a 
Cuban or Spaniard? 
"There are some fine Indian players, 


like Bender. 
Does this fact show that It 
appeals to that nationality? Who are

game?
